The ever - tightening job market has led many students to the pur 
Suit of bachelor of art degrees in “applied” rather than liberal arts 
fieids, evidenced at CSUS by increasing enrollment in business and 
engineering 

However, according to Simon Slak, career counselor of liberal arts 
‘There is no direct correlation between a BA. and jobs, even in 
business. Yet, on the other hand. in a lot of areas you aren't even con 
sidered for a job without that degree 

As of spring, 1980, fifty percent of CSUS students were in the ap- 
plied fieids — business engineering, computer science, nursing, etc 

while the other 50 percent were in the liberal arts humanities, his 
tory, English, anthrepoiogy, government, etc 

Traditionally, students have gone into the liberal arts fields 
because it’s background of learning and knowledge is broader But 
the job market is getting tighter, so many Students are going into the 
more technica fields. But learning about business often is not 
enough. June Stuckey, associate vice - presiden' for academic affairs 
said for “a person to succeed in an applied field, you need a sound 
liberal arts background in order to provide a perspective to the chosen 
fieid ” 

Let's create a hypothetical situation. A person just out of high 
school wants to major in history, because he enjoys history. As San- 
dra Barkdull, vice - president for academic affairs stated. “I'd tel! him 
to go ahead and do it, but get a minor that will heip with the job market 
if your education is broad, you will be much more easily adaptabie {v 
different job situations " But “there will be some probiems with alot of 
people who don't look into occupations they are interested in.” The 
liberal arts major must be prepared to “understand the realities” and 
“take more responsibility for yourself,” emphasized Siak

Military ‘monstereotypes’ 
help cloud defense issues 


Ever notice how everybody takes potshots at the 
military? Even | do it — at times with a vengeance | 
suppose it's natural. It's very easy to hate war and 
those who perpetrate it. Besides, it’s a nice big 
target But sometimes we get carried away 

| know that we ali wonder about the character of 
our defense establishment's upper echelons 
Several admirals and generals have been known to 
spout some pretiy scary rhetoric and pull some 
rather bizarre tricks. And after seeing films like 
“Doctor Strangelove,” it's not hard to picture a Pen- 
tagon crawling with half - crazed, nuke- ‘em ‘til - they 
- glow types ' 

Of course, we should be concerned. Nobody 
wants to be relegated to eternal crispy citterdom 
because some trigger happy bozo with the 
Strategic Air Cornmand suddenly decides that we 
can come out ahead in a nuclear exchange with the 
Soviet Union. Especially me. I'm much too young 
and far too good iooking to die 

But too often we allow these popular 
monstereotypes to be biown way out of proportion 
to reality. The inherent inbreeding within the close 
military system inevitably produces a number of wiid 
- eyed superhawks, but they constitute a very small 
minority of the leadership 

There are many reasons for this. For example, 
promotion to the higher grades requires congres- 
sional confirmation. And the legislators reaily 
scrutinize their candidates. The “sorry ‘bout that” list 
18 many times longer than the “congratulations, 
general’ list 

And if we get dreadfully bored listening to the 
broken record appropriations requests that the 
Department of Defense broadcasts: more tanks, 
more bombers, nore fighters, more missiles, and so 
on, ad nauseum — it might be remembered that it 
may be because they rarely get what they ask for. We 
spend less on defense now than in 1961 

Anyway, the military catches a great deai of 
criticism — as well it should in a democratic society 
~ but that doesn't mean we don't need a strong 
national defense. Despite the eloquent 





rationalizations of certain revisionist schools. a 
definite external threat to our security does exist 

if we were very weak militarily and had a border 
common to the Soviet Union, where might our for- 
tunes now lic? Like Afgiianistans's? Or Poland's? Or 
Hungary's? Or Czechosiovakia's? 

Over the past 15 years, the Russians have in- 
creased military spending by four to five percent an- 
nually They have achieved strategic nuclear parity 
and overwhelming conventional superiority in 
numbers with regard to the Western worid 

Currently they are building an CBM force that by 
1964 will be able to knock out 90 percent of our 
Minuteman sites ina pre - emptive strike They aren't 
exactly promoting peaceful co - existence and trying 
to maintain the deterrent balance. But enough of 
that. The evidence is there, except for those who 
don't want to see it 

And for those confused persons who Say that we 
shouldn't have a strong military because our “way of 
life” is not worth preserving because it is avaricious. 
corrupt, and hypocritical, there's a lot of truth in 
that. But it can accurately be said about any other 
society on this big, green marble. Take the Pepsi 
taste test and check out the rest of the worid 
firsthand. You may find you are @ victim of the 
Eldridge Cleaver syndrome But that's another 
argument for another day 

So let's use a little common sense. Learn from his- 
tory. On one hand, we can't afford to shut our eyes 
and make the same mistake about the USSR that 
Neville Chamberlain did about Hitler 

But at the same time, we can't sponge up everyth- 
ing that the military heirarchy puts out. After all, itis 
@ governmental bureaucracy seeking to maintain 
and expand its power base Go ahead and challenge 
the pr ce tags and the moralities of, and the needs for 
the MX missile, XM1 Abrams tank, B-1 bomber. and 
the neutron bomb It's part of your duties as citi* ong 
in @ democracy. Let's just not get caught wun our 
pants down

Proposition 5, deemed by one of it's authors asa 
“Clean - up measure” to the 1978 property tax cutting 
initiative, Proposition 13, attempts to make two 
significant changes in property assessment vaiues 

Under the current law stated in Proposition 13 
any new construction or change in ownership of 
property after 1975 will resuit in a higher assessment 
value of that property 

Assemblyman John Knox (D - Contra Costa 
County), author of Proposition 5, feels the law as it 
now reads is |00 broad 

If Proposition 5 were passed, the first amendment 
to Article 13A (formerly Proposition 13) would Say 
in the event of a disaster whero there is property 
damage, reconstruction of that property will not 
result in a higher assessment value 

The second amendment states that if an owner or 
Owners of property have to relocate because of 
damage caused by a legislatively defined disaster 
the assessment value would remain the same as the 
value of the property before it was damaged 


government has purchased the land for public use or 


for some other reason, the new property acauired 
will be taxed according to the property bought by 


the government. The new property, however, must 
be comparable to that which was replaced, ac, 
cording to size, utility and function 

According io CSUS business Professor C C 
Smith, who is currently teaching a course in federal 
and state tax procedure, Proposition 5 is just 
another “band - aid approach” to solving our tax- 
ation problems. Smith feeis that this is “special 
interest legisiation,” benefiting only those who 
bought property before 1975 y 


One state analyst says 4 reduction in California's 
property tax would result in taxpayers paying higher 
Slate income taxes. However, Margaret Shedd, a 
former employee of the California Taxpayers As- 
sociation, who worked on this bill, doubts whether 
the “loss of property tax revenue would be that 
great.” Not enough people would be involved in a 
situation requiring reconstruction or the purchase 
of new property to cause a ' significant loss of state

the Cambodians, who would have 
had to remain 

Though the initial problem of 


Survival has been solved, and 
though starvation and mainutrition 
are rarities in the camps, the Cam 
bodians remain a peopie without a 
country, Miichrist said 

if they go back to Cambodia 
the Vietnamese are still there 
waiting to ambush them (some 
adult refugees are radicai anti - 
Vietnamese partisans) There's 
Still a war going on 

They can't stay in Thailand - 
indefinitely in refugee camps 
The Thais are taking a great risk in 
having the Cambodians in their 
country. There's alot of dissension 
within. The Cambodians through 
international relief are being fed 
better and taken better care of than 
the poor Thai farmer Many of the 
Thais resent that 

ideally. the Cambodians ought 
to be repatriated back into their 
Own culture and country, said 
Miichrist The problem remains 
though. overrun with Vietnamese 
villages deserted. families broken 
up and no economy to speak of Is 
there a Cambodia left to return to? 


The Cambodia they belong in 
Miichrist said, “no longer exists 
What | saw is what's left of anation 
of people learning to cope with the 
Gay - to ~- day existence,” of an 
indefinite living arrangement that 
offers no long range and certainly 
no simple answers 

There remains the probiem of 
reuniting families 

There are these children who 
cant find any of their relatives 
They don't know if they were killed 
They don't know if they're in other 
refugee camps or if they're back in 
Cambodia .. so the United Nations 
through all these different 
volunteer groups, has been trying 
fo trace exactly where these 
families are 

Children are needed to rebuild 
the Cambodian nation, some 
argue, according to Milichrist, and 
ought not be sent to other coun- 
tries to lose their culture Others 
maintain that the children need 


homes, not refugee camps, she 
added 
The United Nations, said 


Milchrist, is sending out the 
younger children to other coun- 
tries for adootion Rut there's a 
catch: if tha famiiies of the cnuaren 
are located, the foster family takes 
on responsibility for the family.

Uncommon Women

Eight women are trapped on a stage at the 
Chautauqua Piayhouse on 25th St. They have 
undertaken the task of presenting what it means to 
be "uncommon women” adrift in a sea of vague 
choices and conflicting currents. It is not an easy 
onm, but they succeed 

Wendy Wasserstein’s Uncommen Women and 
Others examines the lives of eight classmates at ex- 
clusive Mt. Holyoke college through a series of 
flashbacks. Tenderly done, the play is brimming 
with “I've been there” moments and a sense of ripe 
recognition. Humor is also a vital ingredient, since 
there are howl - provoking lines which sweep the 
audience every few minutes 

Kate, who “is basing her life on Katherine Hep 
burn in ‘Adarn's Rib, '” is played by Barbara Reese 
Reese is the voice of reason in the ensemble, por 
traying a sometimes icy future lawer with deadly ac- 
curacy. She is suitably smug, guarding her pretab 
ordered life with fervor. Her only apparent con 
tradiction is her clandestine addiction to trashy sex 
novels, which she reads aloud to herself with a 
delicious sense of relish. Reese allows little com 
promise in her character, playing the only self 
prociaimed “success” of the group She is a 
character one loves to hate 

Diane Wuestoff is Samantha, the “child - woman” 
who lives in a state of permanent indecision until she 
finds a man she can worship. Wuestoff scampers 
through her role as the Piglet - toting prefessiona! 
wife - to - be, providing the audience with a quick 
brush with the often uncontested myth of sec 
ondhand wifely giory. She is a woman who un 
compiainingly lives soley for others. Others com 
plain that “walking into Samantha's room is like 
walking into a clean sheet,” but clean sheets and the 
respect of others are Samantha's reason for living 

Diane Marston sends quiet daggers out to the 
audience with her rendition of an overweight 
insécure social moth. Anyone who has ever yearned 

to be a butterfly wil! readily identify with her version 


of Holly, as she tries to reach for the light y tobe 
burned by her own ineptness. Marston i: antin 
her understated efforts to blend in with . « social 


norms. There is one especially effective telephone 
monologue with a man who doesn't remember her 
but tries to be reassuring and friendly. Holly oc 

casionally Calis him and leaves a revealing message 
with his answering service - “Respect me 


‘| would really like to meet my prince,” is Muffet's 
favorite line as she wanders through the play looking 
for her Heathcliff, denying any other options. Played 
by Tamara Hartbower, Muffet is unrelenting in her 
search for the perfect man. Hartbrower reveals 
Muffer's vain attempts to define her identity with a 
wry intensity, which is admirable, since Muffet is 
written as a rather two - dimensional character

ceaseless preoccupation with men with just the right 
touch of indecision. Her scene with Leilah is perfect. 
as she suggests a quiet evening out, just the two of 
them “in places where two nice girls wouldn't nor- 
maliy go." Then she abruptly stands Leiiah up 
because of a possible date, saying “as soon as the 
phone rings, I'm fine.” 

The truest and funniest lines in the show belong 
to Rita, (Jamie Jones} the woman who “is going to 
be pretty incredible by the time I'm 30." Jones inter- 
jects lightning - like energy into the role. and 
manages to thoroughly endear herself to the 
audience with her conception of Rita, the most un- 
common woman of the group. Jones provides the 
comedy rélief with zesty eagerness and a rare sense 
of timing. Jones is both a wide - eyed innocent anda 
Sly cynic on stage, and makes the character 
vacillations and transformations with a wonderful 
offhand ease 

The supporting characters are equally diverse 
Julia Watson plays Susie, the psychology major with 
a bubbling cutesy flair that is almost sickening This 
iS precisely the flouncing quality needed to Carry off 
the part, and Watson succeeds 

Carter is dismissed by the other characters as be 
ing semi - comotose, with no personality, but Julie 
Decker manages to bring depth to a truly perverse 
role. Decker plays the role with subtle lowering and 
raising of eyes, sudden body droops and other 
physical mearis. Carter is a true eccentric. with little 
dialogue to express her unique lingering persona 
Decke; relies on body cues to convey mood 
changes and monosyilabic sentences to phrase her 
emotions 


Kelly Calhoun is Leilah, the woman who “needs 
to live in a less competitive culture.” and es ipes 
after graduation to the academic protectior 
graduate study in Iraq Calhoun is suitably brittle

The acting is excellent overall, and the cast 
makes adequate use of the sometimes inadequate 
facilities. It is a small (62 seats) theater, though ther 
are promises to enlarge it before the next show 
opens. The only reali complaint regards the sound 
system and the shaky props. Many of the sound cues 
are not synchronized, and the main prop. a rickety 
tadie, is distracting since it wobbies fearfully 
throughout the production These are minor flaws 


but they are distracting. and especially noticeable in 
a theatre as intimate as the Chautauqua 
Uncommon Women and Others plays Fridays 
and Saturdays (with two special added per 
formances on Sunday the 28th) through Oct. 4. For

American River this summer with rafts of all shapes, | 


sizes and colors on the ever popular run from 
Sunrise Boulevard to Goethe Park. This stretch of 
river appeals to rafters who like lolling away summer 
days.

Except for a few thrilling seconds of whitewater

Sifting a debater from the genera! public is a 
cinch, right? The rules are pretty basic. Just look for 
a pale, thin, unkempt type, wearing thick glasses and 
chartreuse socks with floods. The suspect will 
without a doubt, be lugging an over - stuffed 
pattered briefcase while defensively clutching a Star 
- Wars iunch box (with matching thermos) to his 
boney chest 

it after making these observations you are still a 
ttle uncertain, then the way to confirm your 
assumption is simple: try speaking to the creature If 
it answers first in a low drone between sputterings 
(like a cold engine) and then proceeds rapidly to a 
direct fire, non - stop, unintelligible string of multi - 
syllabic words you need no longer doubt your 
intuitions You have come face to face with a 
debater 

But what do debaters think of themselves? Brad 
Dell, a junior on the CSUS forensics team, has hada 
lot of debate experience He believes the debaters’ 
image is Changing. He agrees that a milk - toast, non 
- athletic, “biah” image has been closely associated 
with the average debater in the past, but says it's just 
a “stereotype.” if Dell ever did fit the above 
mentioned cescription of a debater, then only a 
miraculous Pygmalion transformation could 
account for the healthy, all - American good looks 
and charisma he has today 

Doug Fraleigh, who debated on the CSUS team 
for four years while doing his undergraduate work, is 
now coaching debate here. Fraleigh graduated from 
Law School at UC Berkeley and also coaches its 
debate team. Regarding the stereotype, he says, “| 
think that’s too bad Aiot of people tend to think that 
Gebaters are straight, serious people who like to 
spend 24 hours a day sitting around filing cards and 
working On school or stuff like that.” 


Pat Hicks, a CSUS freshman and a newcomer to 
the debate team, became interested in debate 
because the opportunities to compete in football 
and baseball (which he did all through high school) 
weren't enough to satisfy him. He puts it this way: “! 
got into debate because | like the competition. Think 
about it. All you ever get in terms of competition, at 
least in high school, is in athletics. You're never 
directly competing with anybody. In debate, you get 
fo compete with someone on a non - athletic level. 
Besides, | really enjoy issues of public concern, and 
in debate you can get so deep into an issue thalit's 


Obviously Fraleigh, Dell and Hicks aren't simply 
intesested in competition for competition's sake. 
The catch is winning. Fraleigh says, “The debaters 
here are much more interested in winning (than 
those at Berkeley), and | hope that if not two then at 
least one team will for the national

He continues, “| think a debater is probably more 
interested iff winning then other forensic 
competitors and when you spend a considerabie 
amount of time working on it, whether it's fun, win 
lose, or draw, if you don't do pretty well. i think it’s a 
lot more disappointing and frustrating after you've 
put sO much into it Most debaters are pretty 
competitive in anything else they do When we play 
sports, then they're competitive in that cards 
whatever it's the same. They iike to win a lot 
more than losing 

Despite the fact that Deli says he feeis winning 
isnt everything, the most horrible experience he 
could relate about his debating career was the time 
he lost his first debate. Fraleigh and Hicks felt 
equally horrified when remembering similiar 
experiences. Yes, winning is very important 
however, Hicks tempers this voracious attitude 

‘Winning is never everything for me. If | go into a 
tournament and if | ioose just so long as! learn 
something from it that’s going to help me towards 
winning well, then you can learn from loosing.” 

The spirit of competition, coupled with the lust to 
win, creates a vicious circle for serious debaters 
Only the best make it to the top, (nationals) where 
the best competition is. Naturally, when the debate 
season opens, all expendabie energies are exerted 
toward that goal 

“| think a lot of people want to get respect out of 
debating almost as much as they want to get 
trophies,” says Fraleigh. He continues, “Winning 
signifies the fact you have the intellectual ability to 
Out - think and outspeak debaters trom some of the 
most prestigious colleges in the country. It's really a 
good opportunity for a school! like Sac. State. | know 
that when I'd tell people | was going here they'd kind 
of look down at me . and when we can beat them 
in debate it proves that we're just as good as 
anybody eise.” 

Fraleigh, Dell and Hicks ali jaugh at the 
stereotypical “debater.” They don't feei at aii 
threatened by it. But the stereotype isn't completely 
off base regardiess of how comical it may seem 
Even though both Deii and Hicks seem to be weil - 
rounded students, they undeniabiy lean toward 
intellectual stimulation and away from the physical 

During the past summer they both averaged at 
least three hours per day in debate research, and 
during the schoo! year (especially the fail semester) 
they will maintain this jevel of devotion, if not 
increase it. Besides this, Deli admits that most of 
their week - ends are taken up by researching, typing 
and filing information. 

Fraleigh explains that the team members who 
expect to do any traveling to Southern California, 
Arizona or Utah are expected to turn in about a 
thousand cards of pertinent evidence over the 
course of the summer and fall semesters. They 
receive three units for these efforts Though to a 
serious debater, it seems that this isn't too much to 
ask, because Fraleigh says most members have

which carpets the surrounding hills. The mountains 
dotied with dark - green oaks, slope steeply upward 
and cradle the river beiow. At times nobody else is in 
sight, and other rafters or modern versions of 
ancient prospectors draw time back into 
perspective. But nothing reawakens the immediacy 
of the moment as does the roar of whitewater 
sounding just around a bend 

We had survived Meatgrinder and we were feeling 
at ease. We had mastered the other rapids along the 
river and we were feeling confident. Not once were 
either of us thrown out of the raft. Only twice did we 
Stop to bail out water. We were greedily challenging 
ail the river could throw at us or under us. Then we 
saw Troublemaker. But it was too late 

Earlier we had developed a system that, though 
unorthodox, worked for us. My friend, firmly seated 
in the rear of the raft, acted as a rudder i extended 
beyond the bow like the figurehead of a Spanish 
gaileon, my knees firmly braced against the rubber 
sides. From that position | couid spot any rocks

As quickly as it had grabbed us Troublemaker 
spit us Out, backwards. drenched, and totally out of 
control. The roar of the water. silenced and 
forgotten during the emergency, crept back into our 
awareness, along with the sideline spectators, who 
appeared to be cheering But the roar drowned out 
their cheers, its sound either furious at our escape 
or laughingly happy at the fun it had with us. We 
should have paid more attention to what was still 
ahead 

About three hours had elapsed since we first got 
in the water at Chili Bar, and Coloma was just around 
the bend. We were battered and tired and eager to do 
it again 

Soniehow, rafting the American River trom 
Sunrise Boulevard to Goethe Park will never be the 
same. Sure, it is still a pleasant way to spend a lazy 
summer day. But for sheer adventure, the San Juan 
rapids compares to Troublemaker like a chiidren’s 
slide compares to a rollercoaster

“That's fine, but of the people who have debated 
at Sac. State, some have gone on to graduate 
programs at Stanford, some are at Harvard Law 
School and so on. Debate was responsible for a 
large part of that. In fact, many law schoois will pay a 
lot of attention to whether or not you debated in 
college."Hicks and Dell pian to attend law school 
after graduation. in this sense they are virtually 
foliowing in the footsteps of their coach. However, at 
present Fraleigh isn't using his hard - earned law 
degree. He says, ‘Debate does prepare you for law, 
but my personal experience was that the kinds of 
problems | got when i'd work in law were not as 
interesting as the stuff | was doing for debate. The 
things | liked in debate that aiso go on in law don't go 
on often enough to make it that exciting.” 


already turned in this much evidence or more 
information gathered by separate team members is 
mimeographed ana distributed to ali the other CSUS 
debaters. Fraieigh says the team has already 
gathered about 5,000 cards of information 

When a debaters’ trophies are collecting only 
dust, and his file boxes have been stacked in a 
corner to hide the spotted carpet, or covered with a 
sheet to form a makeshift table, will he have only 
these things, or faded memories, to show for 
umpteen hours of research and hard work? Fraleigh 
Says, ‘| think probably what! got most out of debate 
is how to develop an effective argument. Through 
debate | developed skilis both in terms of the initial 
research and the thought process that go into 
putting that research into some kind of a form that 
can be convincing when speaking. After debate, any 
Class | was in that required a ten page research paper 
was really easy.” 

Dell believes that debate is an activity which can 
have a positive effect on one’s future 


Obviously the greatest connection between 
debating and practicing law is the art of persuasion 
But it's often argued that debaters really don’t care 
much about real communication or they wouldn't 
taik so fast. Who can understand them anyway? 
Fraieigh says, “yeah, alot of peopie tend to think that 
to debate you just get up and read a lot of cards as 
fast as you can, but that’s not the whole story at all. 

“You have to be abie to think well enough to 
decide which cards are appropriate. And even more 
importantly, where debates are won and lost is inthe 
rebuttal speeches. In the rebuttal speech you can't 
get up and read another ten cards. You have to taik 
about what your opponent has said in response to 
your evidence, and you have to hink of reasons why 
your position is prevailing. So it's much more of a 
thinking game than it is just reading preordained 
facts. 


Hicks says he favors articulation over speed. “I 
never liked to go reaily fast,” he says, “because | feel 
that you loose a jot of the rhetoric value, but if 
someone spreads your case in a hundred different 
ways you are forced to speed up to cover yourself. In 
high school | saw debaters that just went too fast and 
it became amass of. . . nothing. I'd like to see them 
slowed down somewhat, but | guess speed’s part of 
the game.” 

When it comes right down to it, they all agree that 
debate is a very elite sport which has either no 
audience or else a very small selective one. Dell 
describes it as a “different world.” He says, “It's so 
bizarre! it's a whole different lingo. You walk in and 
they're using different terminology and ail this stuff 
you've never heard befors. Abbreviations, P._M.A's, 
D.A.'s, P.O.'s, underviews, overviews, inherency, 
significance, topicality, parametrical. . . it's almost 
a different word!”
